  1 25 constructed or reconstructed, reasonably and in good faith, in
  1 26 accordance with a generally recognized engineering or safety
  1 27 standard, criteria, standards or design theory theories in
  1 28 existence at the time of the construction or reconstruction.
  1 29    15.  Any claim based upon or arising out of an act or
  1 30 omission of an officer or employee of the municipality or the
  1 31 municipality's governing body by a person skateboarding, or
  1 32 in=line skating, bicycling, unicycling, scootering, river
  1 33 rafting, canoeing, or kayaking on public property when the
  1 34 person knew or reasonably should have known that the
  1 35 skateboarding, or in=line skating, bicycling, unicycling,
  2  1 scootering, river rafting, canoeing, or kayaking created a
  2  2 substantial risk of injury to the person and was voluntarily
  2  3 in the place of risk.  The exemption from liability contained
  2  4 in this subsection shall only apply to claims for injuries or
  2  5 damage resulting from the risks inherent in the activities of
  2  6 skateboarding, or in=line skating, bicycling, unicycling,
  2  7 scootering, river rafting, canoeing, or kayaking.
